It appears that " cheque, purport 
ing to bear the signature of Mr 
Yung Pik Chi, interpreter to the 
firm of aolicitors in" question, was 
presented’ at the counter. After 
looking up the account and making 
a,careful sctutiny of the signature, 
‘the -forgery. was detected, but the 
man who had presented the cheque 
hud in the méantime left the Bank, 
apparently scenting danger when 
the cheque seemed to’ be long in 
coming back for payment.. 

A European detective officer was 
called i in and, with the Bank clerk 
who received the cheque, visited the 
office of Messrs, Russ and Company 
to make investigntions. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Yung denied issuing 
the cheque and repudiated'the signa- 
ture. After a look round the office, 
Pun Ping Leung, am office boy, was,
